Serious cholera riots have occurred in 
Ostrovo, Poland.

The troops after a vig- 
orous action suppressed the disorder. 

The Marion county, Ind., grand jury re- 
turned indictments against seven officers of 
the late order of the [ron Hall. They were 
indicted on a charge of embezz'ement. 
Among those indicted is supreme justice 
Somerby. 

Two railroad trains crashed together on 
the New London & Northern R. R., near 
New London, Conn., Friday morniug. 
Five men were killed and four valuable trot- 
ting horses crushed to death. Several cars 
were badly demoralized. 

The authorities report six new cases of 
cholera and one death at Hamburg, Sunday. 
According to official figures there have been 
17,962 cases of cholera and 7,958 deaths 
since the outbreak of the disease in Ham- 
burg.

stroyed. These walls, -says the Popular 
Science Monthly, should be decorated, not 
with and paint, but with porous, non- 
conducting substances, such as woolen dra- 
pery. The outer wallon the side nearest 
to the inner surface should be hollowed 
throughout, thus constitu’ a double wall, 
with a spsce of about four inches between 
the two walls. A heating contrivance of 
whatever description may be found most 
expedient or economical should be placed 
in the basement of the house. A warm-air 
cbamber or shaft traveling round the base 
of the outer walls should supply to the hol- 
low in the walls air taken from the outside 
and warmed at the point of admiesion into 
the wall to a temperature of from 100° to 
120° Fahr. This should maintain the tem-
